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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to applicant's argument on page 11, 
lines 18-22, here is being recited for convenience: 

"means for converting data frames into a bit stream of serial data before transmitting said serial data to said crossbar switch; and 
means for converting a bit stream of serial data received from said crossbar switch into data frames of parallel bytes before 
transmitting said data frames toward an attached network.", examiner respecfully directs applicant's attention to revisit Kao's referrence 
on column 11, line 54 - column 12, line 3. Kao clearly teaches packets and frames received from attached IP/Frame Relay networks via 
NMC1 and NMC2 interfaces. Futhermore, Kao stated that packets and frames received from the attached IP/Frame Relay networks by 
packet controller 618 are processed by the HDLC controller and converted to ATM cells and queued in per-VC queues 612. Clearly, 
converting an IP packet to an ATM cell prior to storing in the VC queues of the ATM switch should meet the applicant's limitation of 
"means for converting data frames into a bit stream of serial data before transmitting said serial data to said crossbar switch". It is well 
known that an IP packet is being splitted into multiple ATM cells, wherein all the cells are usually stored in parallel queues and processed 
at the same time to convert back to IP packet format using the frame check sequences. Each ATM cell has a format of 53 bytes; 
therefore, after the IP packet or a frame from a frame relay network is converted to a serial data ATM cell and stored in parallel VC 
queues, the ATM cells belonging to the IP packet/frame is being converted back to the destination IPpacket/frame format prior to being 
transmitted to ward an attached network, see Kao's column 11, line 65 - column 12, line 3. Examiner respectfully believe the above 
explanation has met the application's limation of "means for converting a bit stream of serial data received from said crossbar switch into 
data frames of parallel bytes before transmitting said data frames toward an attached network." 
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
